- B y the proclamation of 
Gov. Bradford lh* new Five State Constitution 
of Maryland want into operation Tuesday, and 
slavery cease* to have a legal existence in that 
Stat*. 
From 1790 to I860 the whit* popula­ 
tion of Maryland iller eased from 208,649 U 
615,918, and the free black* from 8,043 to 8 J, 
942, whit* th* alae* population decreased from 
103,038 to 87,189. 
These figure* give evidence 
that slavery ie dying out in Maryland, and that 
its aitinotion by a natural proc*** was only a 
question of time. 
Th* vote of the State on th* new Constitu­ 
tion was, in favor of it, 27,541 against 29,636. 
To these figures m utt be added th* soldiers 
vote, 2,633 in favor, and 103 against. 
Thia 
makes a total of 30,174 for th* free* Conatitu 
lion, and 29,699 against it, giving a majority 
for freedom of 475.
